The speaker had applied this
snoceufnlly to plants which had been
scglected and got very dirty, using kero-
seeo so freely as to have some misgivings
how it would affect the plants, but they
are now showing remarkably flno growth.
The method civen for destroying the
green fly and soale will also be effectual
for the red spider.

Injudlolons watering is a great injury to
plants ; too muoh water Is oftencr the
trouble than not enough. The soil on top
of the pot will indicate the need of water
by looking dry, and, when water is given,
it shonld be done thoroughly, and not in a
mere driblet, that will not go half through
the soil. No rule can be given for water-
ing, except to give it when the plants
need it, and never without taking off the
chill, if oold. by letting it stand in the
room or adding warm water, Plants in
warm rooms require to be kept moist at
all times, bnt not Baturatcd . As . tha Iara
grow higher, ana
the plants begin to grow and flower, more
water will be needed. For plantB oloso to
the glass a box filled with sphagnum, in
whioh the pots may be plunged, will ba of
great help in keeping an even degeee or
moisture, and avoiding spattering the soil
on the shelves and glass.

In regard to heat, a good rule is that
when yon feel comfortable yourself the
temperature is about right .for-hOu- so

plants, most of tham being' from tempe-
rate olimates. But never be without a
thermometer in the room : from 7CP to
75 by day, and 45 at night, will be a
good guide. The blinds should be ar-
ranged to slldo betwoen the shelves and
the glass, and there shonld be outside
shutters to put np in unusually oold
weather. They should be light, and in
small sections so as to be oasiiy put up by
any one who happens to be at home.

After giving the above general direc-
tions, Mr. Barker named several planU of
easy management, for training up wires,
or hangiog in festoons. Among them were
Coitna seandtnt, tropceslnms, and man-randya- s.

For hanging baskets, Sax'raga
umbroia or London Pride was recom-
mended, also the Lytimaclda known as
moneywort, and the handsome Tortnia
with its oompaot foliage and profuse
bloom, ror standard plants, the gera
niums are conspicuous, ana suon annual
plants as petunias, mignonette and candy-
tuft. The d plants are to be
nearest the light. Bulbs, as hyaoinths,
oroouses, and tulips, are not to be over-
looked, nor the oxalis, sparaxis andtri-toma- s.
